FLOODS WORK HAVOC 
SOUTHERN ALBERTA 


IN 


Lathbridge, June 3.—Southern Al- 
berta was checking up this morning 
on one of the fiercest rain, hail and 
electrical storms recorded in’ this 
region, The storm, which broke Fri- 
day night over the countryside from 
Okotoks to the Montana boundary 
and from the continental divide in 
the Rocky mountains to Winnifred 
on the east, swept that broad area 
almost continuously up to Sunday 
night and Monday morning finds the 
sky heavily overcast and rain fall- 
ing at Cardston and other south- 
western points, 

No loss of life or casualties among 
range stock are reported, but thous- 
ands of head of sheep on the Blood 
reserve leases barely escaped de- 
struction when a portion of the lease 
country east of Standoff was riddled 
hy a hailstorm that left stones piled 
a foot high. Sheepmen had their 
flocks, now just finishing lambin; 
grazing just out of the range of the 
downpour which alone avoided heavy 
losses, Cardston reports indicate.
